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STATEMENT BY THE- PRESIDENT OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL 


At the 3365th meeting of the Secu$Sl£y Councils held on 19 Apr|pi s il994,- >|$i 
connection with the Council's consideration of the item entitled "The question 
of South Africa", -the President of the Security Council made the following 
statement on behalf of the Council: 

"The Security Council has noted wififl appreciation the 
Secretary-General's report of 14 April 1994 (S/1994/435) on the question of 
South Africa, as welt-is the oral, information received from the Secretariat 
on the latest developments in the electoral process. 

"The Council welcomes- tjsii.' agreement reached on 19 April 1994 between 
the Inkatha Freedom Party (IFP), the African National Congress (ANC) and 
the Government of South Africa following which the IFP has decided to 
participate -Jii:. 'the forthcoming .Injections in South Africa. It commends all 
the parties involved for the statesmanship and goodwill which they have 
displayed lift reaching this result. 

"The Council expresses the hope that this agreement will bring an end 
to the violence which has scarred South Africa and that it. wiUJjjipromote 
lasting reconciliation among the people of South Africa. It calls upon al^ : 
parties to contribute to the conduct of free and fair elections in which 
-#ii South Africans wifi, he able to participate peacefully. 

"The Council commends tfj# positive contribution by the United Nations 
ObserverMission in South Africa (UNOMSA) and the international community 
to the transitional process in South Africa and reiterates its 
determination to support the process of peaceful democratic change for the 
benefit of all South Africans. It calls upon all parties to respect the 
safety and security of the international election observers and to assist 
them to carry out their mandate. 

"The Council, looks forward to successful completion of the 

electoral process in South A<fiJsa and to the establishment of a democratic, 
non-racial and united South Africa that will take its place in the 
international, Community. " 
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
